Commencement  in  a  theological 
seminary  is  viewed  by  those  partici- 
pating with  a  sense  of  anticipation, 
joy  and  anxiety.  For  each  of  the  52 
candidates  completing  their  First  Pro- 
fessional Degree,  it  marked  the  con- 
clusion of  3  to  4  years  of  disciplined 
study  in  preparation  for  a  life  of  ef- 
fective ministry. 

For  each  of  the  remaining  mem- 
bers of  the  Class  of  '82  who  com- 
pleted advanced  or  specialized  de- 
grees, it  marked  the  culmination  of 
study  and  work  to  update  and 
strengthen  their  skills  and  competen- 
cies in  ministry. 

The  joy  of  commencement  was 
very  much  in  evidence  when  the  grad- 
uates gathered  at  the  First  Presbyte- 
rian Church  of  Atlanta  on  Sunday 
morning,  May  30,  for  their  Baccalau- 
reate Service.  Dr.  Paul  Eckel,  Pastor 
of  First  Church,  preached  an  inspir- 
ing sermon  entitled  "Filled  with  the 
Spirit." 

The  degree  candidates,  with  their 
families  and  friends,  overflowed  the 
Columbia  Presbyterian  Church  at  the 
afternoon  Commencement  Exercises. 
Dr.  J.  Phillips  Noble,  Chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Directors,  awarded  sev- 
enty-one degrees  to  graduates  from 
15  states  and  2  countries  outside  of 
the  U.S. 

The  Commencement  Address  was 
delivered  by  Mr.  H.  G.  "Pat"  Pat- 
tillo,  Ruling  Elder  in  the  Decatur 
Presbyterian  Church,  on  the  subject 
"Ethics  in  Business."  Dean  Oscar 
Hussel  made  a  presentation  of  awards 
and  prizes,  while  President  J.  Davison 
Philips  gave  a  charge  to  the  members 
of  the  graduating  class  by  using  ap- 
propriate passages  of  Scripture  and 
pronouncing  the  Benediction.

CAMPAIGN  GOALS  WITHIN  REACH 


CONVOCATION 


SYNOD  OF  THE  SOUTHEAST 

Thanks  to  the  dedicated  efforts  of 
scores  of  ministers  and  laypersons 
throughout  the  Synod  of  the  South- 
east, an  amount  of  $4,200,000  has 
been  received  in  gifts  and  pledges  in 
the  COMMITMENT  TO  EXCEL- 
LENCE CAMPAIGN.  These  com- 
mitments on  the  part  of  395  of  the 
575  churches  in  the  Synod  bring  the 
goal  of  $4,500,000  within  reach. 

With  85%  of  the  goal  already  in 
hand  and  69%  of  the  churches  in  the 
Synod  participating,  Campaign  Lead- 
ers are  busily  engaged  in  a  follow-up 
process  that  will  hopefully  bring  the 
Campaign  to  a  successful  conclusion 
in  the  near  future. 

The  remaining  180  churches  in  the 
Synod  that  have  not  made  a  commit- 
ment to  the  Campaign  hold  the  key 
to  success. 

An  added  incentive  to  reach  the 
proposed  goal  has  been  given  with  the 
offer  of  a  Challenge  Grant  of 
$500,000  by  an  anonymous  founda- 
tion. The  grant  is  offered  to  establish 
Honor  Scholarships  for  outstanding 
students  preparing  for  ministry.  The 
grant  will  be  paid  and  the  Honor 
Scholarships  established  when 
$4,000,000  has  been  contributed 
through  the  Campaign. 


In  announcing  the  gift,  President  J. 
Davison  Philips  said,  "This  Challenge 
Grant  is  a  great  investment  in  the  fu- 
ture leaders  of  the  Church  and  Com- 
munity. It  is  an  expression  of  confi- 
dence in  the  work  of  Columbia 
Theological  Seminary  and  we  are 
deeply  grateful  for  it." 

SYNOD  OF  FLORIDA 

A  Declaration  of  Commitment  in 
the  amount  of  $100,000  has  been  re- 
ceived by  the  Margin  of  Excellence 
Campaign  Office  from  the  First  Pres- 
byterian Church  of  Orlando.  This 
commitment  raises  the  amount  of 
gifts  and  pledges  in  the  Synod  of 
Florida  to  $1,400,000  on  a  goal  of 
$1,500,000.  Several  key  churches  in 
the  Synod  which  deferred  participat- 
ing in  the  Campaign  are  in  the  pro- 
cess of  reconsidering  their  commit- 
ment to  Columbia  Seminary.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  goal  set  by  the  Synod 
of  Florida  will  be  met  before  the  end 
of  1982. 

SYNOD  OF  THE  MID-SOUTH 

With  $578,725  already  received  in 
gifts  and  an  additional  $162,043  in 
pledges,  Columbia  Seminary  has  ex- 
ceeded its  goal  of  $700,000  in 
Synod's  Campaign  for  Theological 
Education.

Columbia  Sem- 
inary's campus  has  been  humming. 
Over  300  persons  have  been  enrolled 
in  Summer  Session  Workshops  deal- 
ing with  such  subjects  as  Aging, 
Evangelism  and  Stewardship. 

Three  Seminars  on  Preaching  led 
by  Dr.  James  Newsome  and  Guest 
Professors  Bill  Carl  and  Walter 
Brueggemann  were  especially  popu- 
lar. Dr.  Al  Winn's  course  for  WOC 
Bible  Moderators  attracted  over  80 
students  during  the  two  one-week  ses- 
sions. CTS  Professor  Robert  Ramey 
conducted  a  seminar  for  newly  or- 
dained ministers  and  taught  a  course 
called  "Activating  a  Local  Congre- 
gation."
